FRENCH CABINET 
FACING CRISIS

No Identifying Marks 
Because of Improvements in m a­ 
terials and manufacturing don’t be 
surprised lf some of the things you 
buy for the car turn out to be vast­ 
ly better than they were before. 
In some cases you'll be advised of 
this, but Just as often there won t 
be anything other than the actual 
improved results to prove It, Rea­ 
son for this is the fact that new 
materials are difficult to obtain in 
quantity. Manufacturers will, there­ 
fore, continue the current practice 
of making as many parts of the im­ 
proved substance as possible. Thus. 
in the case of spark plugs, you may 
be lucky enough to get a set with 
the new insulators made of alum in­ 
ium oxide. These are stronger, crack 
less easily and have a surface more 
resistent to fouling from deposits 
of fuel ash. There are other tech­ 
nical advantages which I need not 
go into here. Present estimates are 
that it will take several years for 
the complete changeover. 
Maybe You Know That 
A rear tire is damaged more than 
a front one when you ram into the 
curb. The reason is that the rear 
wheel can't pivot to help break the 
shock. 
A dangerous and wasteful habit 
Is to give the accelerator pedal an 
unconscious jab when you lift your 
foot from it to transfer to the brake 
pedal. It Just makes braking harder. 
If the horns fail it is wise to 
drive nearer the center of the street. 
By keeping away from parked cars 
you run less risk of not being able 
to warn someone who steps out from 
between them. 
Check Float Both Ways 
When you read over the instruc­ 


tions that go with the newest car­ 
buretors you’ll hear a lot about

Actually this is but a m atter of 
emphasizing something which car­ 
buretor men have reckoned with 
for some years. They have always 
set the float for a definite level, and 
In doing this they have gone a step 
ahead to make sure that the float 
clears tho sides properly. In fact, 
there is a special tool for checking 
this. Now. however. 
Hie 
lateral 
clearance Is stated in specification 
tables along with the vertical clear- j 
ance. It all makes for greater ac- ' 
curacy which, in turn, spells per­ 
formance. 
Mechanic Joe Speaking: 
"If I seem to be in a fog when you 
ask me to untangle a certain knot 
with the car please don't assume 
I’m disinterested. It’s Just because 
my mind still is grappling with some J 
other problem, and it will take a | 
few minutes for me to get my bear­ 
ings. Remember th at your problem 
is fresh in your mind. You'd be 
hazy too lf I immediately asked 
you to coslder what I have been 
working on. 
"It’s like trying to work out a prob­ 
lem in arithmetic on your way out 
of a movie or Jumping into the in­ 
come tax after you have finished 
a detective story. I’ve heard a lot 
of service managers condemned for 
not seeming to take keen interest in 
customers’ problems. This strikes me 
as unfair. There has got to be time 
adjustment after 
switching 
from 
one problem to another. Your doc­ 
tor probably slips out into the back 
room for a smoke in between con- 
1 sultations.’’ 
Always An Answer 
Shortage of replacement parts has 
at least brought about some inter­ 
esting ways of meeting the emer­ 


gency. Many have found, for in­ 
stance, th at there are numerous in­ 
terchangeable part. Service met! are 
using the aluminium pistons of one 
make for overhaul Jobs on a line 
for which no authorized parts are 
available. Sometimes parts can be 
made to serve merely by some slight 
alteration. I am using a new car­ 
buretor that wasn’t designed 
for 
my make and year of car at all, 
yet it is far better than the original. 
On Engine Speed?! 
It’s a pretty good rule to consider 
as racing any engine speed that can 
be plainly heard, for a new engine 
will idle so silently you may think 
It has stalled. Bear in mind, how­ 
ever. th at whereas an engine will 
sound like it Is running away with 
itself at 2000 rpm when not pulling 
the car it will run like a dream when 
the car is in motion and in gear. 
The explanation lies in the fact 
that the 
propeller 
shaft, 
axles, 
wheels, etc., help serve as an ef­ 
fective giant flywheel. 
Ju*t "Keep in Line” 
When asked what he would advise 
operators lf he could give them Just 
one admonition my friend, William 
M. Greene, director of Connecticut's 
Highway 
Safety 
Commission, re­ 
plied. "Keep in line." That certainly 
crams a lot of good sense into a nut­ 
shell. Oo back over your own es­ 
capades and see lf you don't agree 


that most of the trouble came from 
swinging out of line in an attempt 
at passing, 
It reminds me of the warning to be 
on your guard when you are meeting 
a line of appproaching cars headed * 
by a slow poke. One of those drivers 
is going to try to swing out of line 
and upset the safety cart. The one 
who could mast logically do this Is 
the second in line. That is why the 
fellow in this spot is so often about 
as thoughtless as the one who holds 
up the procession. 
Smartest Idea of the month comes 
from a reader who suggests using 
a locking type of gas tank cap for 
the radiator filler pipe. In this way 
the cooling system can be locked, 
thus preventing some well meaning 
chap in a garage or filling station 
from pouring water into the radia­ 
tor when the owner doesn't want 
anything added. It is never wise 
1 policy to add water to the engine 
until it has warmed up. for this 
takes expansion into consideration, 
By adding water daily and losing 
both water and antl-freezc out the 
overflow many a cooling system has 
been placed In jeopardy in freezing 
weather, for the strength of the 
solution rapidly diminishes by this 
process. 
Useful In A Fog 
Some years ago I read of a new 
light for locomotives which shot 


its rays skyward The object of this 
vertical arrangement was to provide 
a sort of Indirect illumination which, 
combined with the usual lights and 
other auxiliary lamps, was effective 
in breaking through fog. I later 
tried this with the adjustable fog 
light on my cai and found it ef­ 
fective, However, It Is equally ef­ 
fective to aim tile fog or spotlight 
off to the side of the road, and it 
occasions less comment from pass­ 


ing operators. Not that It makes any 
difference what 
they are 
saying 
about my vertical illumination, but 
merely that I want them to con­ 
centrate on their own Job of driv­ 
ing and not be diverting their a t­ 
tention.
